Words Spoken 
Before S.C.A. 
Are. Privileged 
Damages For Slander 


Sought 


A ruling on the Iegn! status of the 
Secretariat for Chinese affairs was 
given by Mr, Justice R, E, Lindscll 
in the Summary Court yesterday In 
the course of the resumed hearing of 
the slander uction for $1,000 damages 
brought by Yuen Lok-kam against 
his former mistress, Tsang Fung- 
chol, The action arose out of words 
ulleged to have been uttered by de- 
fendant at the Sceretariat for Chin- 
ese Affairs. 

Mr. M. A. da Silva appeared for 
plainti® and defendant was repre- 
sented by Mr. D. McCallum. 

His Lordship sald: “In a case 
decided in this jurisdictlon In 1922— 
« case of Yeung Chilc-fook and an- 
uther against Li Ho-yuan—it was 
decided that the Sceretary for Chin- 
ese ‘Affairs or his assistants enjoy an 
ubsolute privilege in the sense, that 
no member of the S.C.A. could be 
compelled to disclose any statement 
that had been made in the course of 
the investigation of a complaint or 
dispute by the S.C.A. I think it fol- 
tows that the statement of a party 
to any such dispute which Is investi- 
gated by the S.C.A. has absolute 
privilege. 

“The functions of the S.C.A. In 
denling with such" disputes are 
undoubtedly seml-judicinl. His posi- 
tion-was intended by the legistature, 
1 think, to approximate mutatis 
mutandis as clostly us possible to 
that of a Chinese mugistrate or 
Yuen Cheung, who is regarded os the 
fathcr and mother of the persons 
within his jurisdiction. Although he 
has no power in the way of compcll- 
ing the attendance of witnesses and 
enforcing his decision, yet his inquiry 
Into disputes of. the persons who 
come before hlm is, I think, clearly 
Ine the nature of a semi-judicial ine 
quiry, and Gatley on libel and 
slander makes it quite clear that 
such ‘semi-judicial legislature docs 
carry with. it privilege for the. per- 
sons making statements in the course 
of such inquiry. 


NO PRIVILEGE 


“In the circumstances of this 
purticular case, however, on the 
evidence now before me, it uppears 
that the statements were not made in 
the course of any such semi-judicial 
Investigation, The evidence ut pre- 
pent fs that after the award by the 
S.C.A. or his assistant had been 
inade and the book regarding that 
award: had been signed, defendant 
then uttered the statements com- 
plained of. I therefore hold that It 
Is open to plaintiff to adduce 
evidence of those statements, which 
were made voluntarily and deliber- 
ately ufter the inquiry by the S.C.A. 
hud been concluded. No privilege Is 
nerefore attached to that occasion 
ut alL” 

On being cross-examined by’ the 
defence, plaintiff, who had given his 
uvidence-in-chief at the previous 
hearing, : denied having’ Instructed 


‘nis solicitor’ to demand the return 


of $15 which he gave to defendant 
on the request of the S.C.A.
